They inciude in their action
other stockholders who may join with them, It
then claims that, exeept under the ninth section
of the General Kaflroad iaw, the Company has
100 power Lo fucrense its stock; that no procead-
iug under that_section hes been hold, vor has
any act of the Leglslature ever authorized the
Incrense complained of. It then recites the
matter complnined of in the Erie suits brought
last sprivg and (he proceedings in these soits;
that after compromising with Schall in those
early proceedings, the delendants, Jay Gould,
James Fisk, Jr., snud Frederick A. Laupe,
entered into a feandulent combination and ob-
tained absglule control of the alfwirs of Lhe
compuny, and ureed them for theiv owy advans
Yage. in frand of the rights of the creditors and
stockholdern of the company, of those deshing
inthe stock, aud used the moneys of the com-
pany and its receipts, which alone amounted to
about $15,000 000 per anpom, and the moneys
obtained from further illegal 12ues of stock, in
their own private gpeculations, snd for the pur-

se of influencing from day to day the coudi-

ion of the mouey market, and making money
searce or abundaunt, as their individasl io-
tereets and speculntions might dictate, and
als0 to perpetuate thelr power over the

were sold at 108 per eent, from whic
were realized muotber willion of dollars; that
Gould pald Fliridge, on account of the before.
meptioned purchnse, $2,000,000, and gave him
scceptauces aud bonds ol the Company for the
balnoce: ned slso paid cut of the tunds of the
Coumpany eeveral millions of stock of the Com-
pany, which it was necessary Lo purchise to
carry out his schemes to obisin control of Lthe
Cowpany; that they oblained control of the
election of the Compuny by purchusing proxies
with the funds of the Company; that with this
objeet, in place of the usual tlirty duys' elosiug
ol the books, they closed them sixty days pre-
vious 10 the clection, thus securing the election
of Fisk as Treasurer, nud Gould, Laune,
Tweed, und Miller (the latler a brotber-in-law
of Gould) as members of the Execative Com
mitiee; that they caused the Committee
on Accounits fo be abtolished, and made
Fisk Comptroller to audit and allow accouuts
sgainst the compuny; that they changed the
by-lnws £o as to prevent voting on the stock
except in person, aud changed the form of the
stock certificates without publishing notice ot
the law, 20 as po cut off the holders \n Kurope;
that they thus obisined compleie control ot the
company; that the three directors haVe so far
abused the powers of thie company 84 to render
it liable to forfeiture of its charter; that after
the céempromise with Scoell they issucd three
willlous of stock, making the amount of the
common stock at the time of the election over
$37,000,000; that since that election they have,
in violatlon of the orders of the Sapreme Coart,
made fartber unlawful lssues ol stock, to the
extent of about $23,000,000, making san sggre-
gnte of wpwards of sixty millions
of stock in addition to the preferred

On the contrary, they ireely conceded to him
the superiority which ought to belong to tue
hend of the army, and testify that the most
brilliant movements of the war were entirely
the project of his own brain, aud in some cases
— a8 in the series of buttles which ended in the
cupture of Vieksborg—were underitaken against
their judgment, This 18 very high preise from
ove commander 10 suother, and the bedt proof
of the breadth of his mind, of his clear-sighted-
ness and independence, A man who conld not
be controlled by bis ablest generals, we do not
think will allow himsell to be “managed” by
supple politiciane,

vor s he likely to be made the tool of a party.
To & party, indeed, he owes hLis electinu, but
when he enters on bifs bigh office be is the head
of the whole natiou; aud, we belleve, will be the
President, not of o party, bat of the whale
country. All parts of 1t will share the benedt of
his sdminlstraiion, and pol less the Bouthern
Btutes, We koow great appreliension hing bheen
felt there of his accession to power: buat, we
belleve, without resson. For willlu he will be
firm and decided i malntainivg The laws, be
will vot be unjust or oppressive,  His nature e
magnanimeoeus, Th's he showed by the terms he
ranted on the surrender of General Lee, He
ind the Rebel army under his feet, an enemy
that bad kept him at bay for many long and
bloody moutha, yet he did not tor a moment
vield to o feeling of revenge, He might have
jnsisted on conditions the most bumiliating;
